restrictions. As yet, few r no cat- 
Ue have been pastured on these Re- 
serves, .but the possibilities of this 
new _ange will be understood from the 
fact that more than 20,000,000 head 
6f cattle grazed on the National ‘or- 
ests of the United States during the 
last fiscal year, If only one million 
cattle were grazed on Dominion Re- 
serves at the minimum charge of twen- 
ty-five cents per head, the Dominion 
Forestry Branch would cerive an an- 
nual revenue of at least $250,000 from 
this source alone, whilo’the stinftulus 
these Regulation. will undoubtedly 
give to stock-raising should éventually 
result in cheaper meat to the Canad- 
ian consumers. 

In Sweden, the problem of brush dis- 
posal after logging operaticns in or- 
der to preven: forest fires does not ex- 
ist, for in that country tree-tops and 
branches are all vsed for fuel and even 
the pine needles are collected and dis- 
tilled, the resulting extracts being 
used in the manufacture, of caramels 
for colds, and soap for medical pur- 
poses. 

The loss occasioned by forest-fires 
on Dominion Forest Reserves and 
Crown Timberlanc. in the West during 
the past year was probably the small- 
est on record. This was largely due 
to the co-operation of the settlers, In- 
dians and hunters in the werk of fire- 
protection, *h.ch the Dominion Forest 
Rangers secured by precep and ex- 
ample. Fire warnins. were not con- 
fined to posters, but were *> be found 
on railway time-tables anc attached 
to the shooting licenses of game hunt-} 
ers in Manitoba. Y 

Wooden shoes have been in use in 
England for hundreds o! years and 
large plantations of willow have been 
made to supply wood for this purpose | 
alone, but that the use of wooden 
shoes should have extended to this 
country is not generally known. The

farm for centuries and had so increas- 
ed in numbers as to outgrow the pro- 
ductiveness of the place, making a re- 
moyal to other land necessary. Only 
‘in the case of the human family there 
is no weans of migrating to anotber 
plinet, 

Wheat acreage, this learned geogra- 
pbler tells us, is not keeping pace with 
ihe increase of population, and “the 
crisis will be upon us before the end 
of the century.” The supply of coal 
will last less than three centuries. The 
only course open to us, he says, is a 
stocl taking of our resources and a re- 
distribution of population, with an em- 
phasis on the raising of food.

A MASTERPIECE IN MARBLE 


Wonderful Table Made by an Obscure 
French Sculptor. 

There recently died at Ivry, a Parts 
suburb, 2 remarkable old man, a sep- 
tuagenariun, named Uraissard. He 
died in poverty, but bad be chosen he 
could have become one of the most 
famous European sculpto®. As it 
was, he finished life as he began it— 
more or less penniless, When a boy 
be was apprenticed to a marble cutter, 
and he at once discovered his powers 
in this direction. Tor fifty years he 
had continued to execute the most 
beautiful works of art, mostly in mo- 
sales. 

M. Fraissard’s masterpiece took him 
nearly twenty-four years to perfect. 
It is a black marble table. In the 
middle is a chessboard, on either side 
of whick are playing cards arranged 
as fans. On the table are dominos 
and dice, cigars and cigarettes, and 
seyeral coins in. gold and silver. All 
these are of course inlaid. ‘The ma- 
terials in the table, besides the black 
marble, are agate, onyx. porpbyry, 
malachite and lapus lazuli, the tones 
of which are black, red, orange, blue 
and white. Ninety different kinds of 
marble were also used.—London Stand- 
ard.
